_ At the inquest Tuesday into the slaying of ‘‘Yellow Kid’’ 

‘Mohrie in the Four Courts Monday, the widow of the murdered 

man swore that her husband had been told that Constable Mike 
Kinney had ‘‘deputized’’ Patrick Clancy to kill Mohrle. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict that Mohrle came to 

his death by wounds inflicted by Thomas:Kane, and added this 


paragraph to the verdict. 


**We, the jury, further believe that murder is getting to be a 
common crime and certainly is giving our fair city a bad reputa- 
tion, and that if proper efforts were made by our officials a great 
deal of such crimes would be‘prevented.”’ 

Before the inquest opened in the Coroner’s office, detectives 
mingling with the crowd that took up all the available standing 


space, arrested members of ‘‘Egan’s 


Rats’’ and other gangsters, 


about 25 in all, of which Kane is reputed to be a member. The men 
arrested said they had no business at the Coroner’s office other 
than curiosity, and they were locked up as a precautionary mea- 


sure.

Albert T. Wilson, on Trial for 
Killing Wife, Suggests 
Lawyer’s Queries. 








Attorneys for Albert T. Wilson, whic 
s on trial for shooting: and killing hi-~ 
wife, assailed the character of his 
daughter, Mrs. Clara Barber, who testi- 
fied against him Tuesday. 

Mrs. Barber made a strong defense wo’ 
her mother, and testified that since the 
tragedy she has married Robert §, 
Chambliss, a railroad man, who was a:- 
cused by Wilson of being too friendly 
with his wife. 

Wilson's defense is that he went home 
April 2 and found Chambliss’ with his 
wife. In a fit of anger he shot and 
killed her. * 

When the daughter, aged 22, took the 
witness stand she gave her name as 
Mrs. Clara Barber, and a ‘few _min- 
utes later declared that on May a 
month after the tragedy, she married 
Chambliss, whom she.knew as Barber 
She was subjected to such a severe 
cross-examination . by. her father’s at- 
torneys, at his dictation, that she shook 
her fist in Wilsen’s face as she left 
the stand. Soth the father and daugh. 
ter showed indications of great ange> 
toward each other. 

She testified that her mother dia 
not threaten to strike her father with 
a hatchet, as he charges. She @eclarea 
that Wilson has no reason whatever 
to be jealous of Chambliss. 

An effort was made to show that 
Chambliss has another wife living, but 
the witness declared that she has no 
knowledge of it. She said that so far 
as she knows she Is his only wife, and 
that he courted her and married he 
under the name of Barber. 

Mrs. Barber resentel questions in- 
tended to cast a reflection on her 
character, and looked daggers at her 
father every time they were asked.

Carried Dying Man From Building. 

The first witness was Sergt. Wade 
Matthews, who testified that he was in 
one of the courtrooms when he heard 
the shots. He xan out and found 
Mohrle, huddled in a corner, uncon- 
scious. He helped to carry the dying 
man into Judge Allen’s courtroom, he 
said, and then went with him in the 
ambulance to the City Hospital, where 
Supt. Kirchner said Mobrie was dead. 

Sergt. Matthews said he remained 
with the body until the Morgue was 
reached. The body was undressed; he 
said, and he searched the _ clothing. 
Mohrle had no revolver. 

Detective John Schmidt testified that 
he was just leaving the Clark Avenue 
Police Court with Detective Dotzman 
when they heard the shots and saw a 
crowd running out of the Four Courts, 
followed by Kane, who crossed the 
street and ran through O’Donnell’s sa- 
loon into an alley. 

Schmidt said he and Dotzman fol- 
lowed and called to Kane to halt. Kane 
stopped and Schmidt said’ 

“What have you been doing?” 

“I’ve shot the Yellow Kid,” 
Kane replied. 

Schmidt was asked if Kane said he 
had ‘“‘burned”’ the Yellow Kid. 

*“‘No,”' replied the detective, “he said 
he had shot him. He didn’t use the 
word burn.” 

Schmidt said that Kane handed a re- 
volver to him and that he broke it and 
smelled the cylinder and: barrel to as- 
certain if it had been discharged recent- 
ly. He said Kane remarked, “O, you 
needn't do that—I done it.”’ 

He and Dotzman took Kane to Chief 
of Detectives Smith’s office, he said, 
where Dotzman and Chief Smith ques- 
tioned him. 

Dotzman was called next. He said 
that in Chief Smith’s office he asked 
Kane why he had shot Mohrle. 

“It was either me or him,’’ was Kane's 
reply, the witness said. 

He said he asked Kane if Mohrle was 
armed, and that Kane said: “No, he 
didn’t have a gun.’ 

More Cartridges in Pocket. 

He said that when Kane’s weapon was 
surrendered to him and Schmidt it corf- 
tained five empty cartridges and a load- 
ed one. There were five loaded car- 
ridges in the side pocket of Kane’s coat, 
he said. 

Chief Smith followed Dotzman on the 
stand. He said that Kane, a@s soon as 
he (Chief Smith) spoke to him, said: ‘“‘T 
have nothing to say, Chief.’’ 

The witness said he went to the Four 
Courts corridor immediately after Kane 
Was arrested and found three bullet 
holes, one in the door of the jailer’s 
office, and one in the door casing and 
one in the plaster alongside the door. 

Sheriff Nolte testified that he was in 
the back part of the Courf of Criminai 
Correction when he heard five shots 
faintly. He walked rapidly out of the 
room, he said, and ran downstairs, dis- 
persing the crowd that had collected 
about Mohrle. He assisted in carrying 
Mohrle into a courtroom, he said, went 
with him in the ambulance to the hos- 
pital and returned with the body to the 
Morgue, not leaving it until after Sergt. 
Matthews had searched the clothing. 
Mohrle had no wepons of any kind, he 
said. 

Otto Hoffman, a grocer, living at 4112 
lexington avenue, who did not say 
what his business at the Four Courts 
had been, described the shooting, He 
said he was standing in the west wing 
of the corridor, leaning against an iron 
pillar when he saw Morhle talking to 
another man. An instant later, he said, 
Kane stepped in front of Mohrle, who 
had leaned over a little, as though he 
was throwing something away. Kane 
reached into his hip pocket and drew 
out a pistol in a rubber holster. 

Hioffman raid he saw Kane tear off 
the holster and shoot twice at Mohrie, 
who, slightly leaning, fell at the second 
s:.ot. Then, he said, Kane leaned over 
Mohrle and deliberately fired three bul- 
lets into his body as fast as’ he could 
pull the trigger. The men were not more 
than three feet apart, he said, and di- 
rectly facing each other when the first 
shot was fired. 

Hoffman did not describe what hap- 
pened after the firing of those thraoc 
shots. He said he saw only four or fire 
persons in the corridor at the time of 
the shooting. , 


Witness Tells of Being Instructed. 
Henry Mohrle of 2223 Franklin ave- 


nue, a brother of the murdered man, 
volunteered the information when he 
was called to the witness stand that he 
had been approached by a man named 
Fitzgerald in the witness room attached 
to the room in which the Coroner was 
holding the inquest, and told to testify 
that his brother had threatened to kill 
Kane Monday morning. 

“Fitzgerald, who hangs around Twen- 
ty-second and Franklin avenue. came ur 
to me in the witness room,” said Mojirie, 
“and said to me: ‘Don’t you know that 
“Yellow threatened to kill Kane Mon- 
day morning?

“GANG” BEFORE PARTY 





Sam Young, Killed. by Man 
Slain at Four Courts, Made 
Good as Leader. 


The killing of ‘Yellow Kid’’ Mohrle by 
“Red Mike” Kane in the Four Co 
corridor Monday was the ugly flower 
of an ugly growth that had its roots in 
a time when the slayer and victim were 
in their cradles and in turbulent politics 
that almost have been forgotten. 

In the old days, when the Haggerties 
and Kinneys dwelt in Collins street and 
had the seat of thelr power there, al- 


tical bonds welded that exist yet. 

Sam Young was a Kinney henchman, 
and so is Kane, though while Young 
lived Kane’s immediate political chief- 
tain was his friend Young and Young, 
in turn, gave his allegiance to the Kin- 
neys. 

Kinney Ablest Leader. 

Tom Kinney proved the ablest leader 
his clan ever produced, in the opinion 
of many who have watched these phases 
of local politics for several generations. 
He was ambitious to enlarge the terri- 
tory in which his power was acknowl- 
edged and he turned his eyes toward the 
Fifteenth Ward, where Andy Gazzolo. 
was boss, and where Cornelius McGilli- 
cuddy, known as “Cuddy Mack," was 
a power. 

To overthrow Gazzolo and to strip 
Cuddy Mack of his political authority, 
Sam Young was selected by Kinney. 


‘| And he made good. 


Party lines are not drawn very defil- 
nitely in the Fifteenth Ward. The party 
is a minor consideration. It is of small 
importance compared to “the gang’’ or 
to personal allegiance to a forceful 
leader. 

Followers Were Loyal. 

Young quickly found followers whor: 
he could depend on to execute the be- 
hests of the Kinney interests and wno 
stuck to him through ‘“‘thick and thin.” 
It was not a machine, held together by 
self-seeking interest. The bond touched 
a deeper spring of human nature than 
that, though the natures it touched 
were rough and crude. It was that 
chord in men’s character calied “loy- 
an. 

The gang existed almost from the be- 
ginning, though it has been only of late 
that the name “‘Egan’s Rats’’ has pes 
applied to one energetic wing of the or- 
ganization. 

Before the final triumph of the Kin- 
ney interests there were some stiff 
fights to be fought, for “‘Cuddy Mack’”’ 
and his saloon partner, ‘“‘Baldy’’ Ryan, 
wyould not surrender without resistance. 

Affairs grew exceeiingly tense and 
‘ook on, as was natural considering the 
force which held the contending fac- 
tions together, a personal color. Young 
had been a superintendent of street 
cleaning. Tom Kinney ‘“‘ran’’ him for 
constable against “Cuddy Mack.” Trat 
was the cruciz] struggle—and “Cuddy 
Mack” went down in defeat. 

“Red” Houlihan Killed. 

Palédy Ryan killed ‘‘Ked’’ Hou'ihan, 
one of a Collins street crowd, at Sixth 
and Morgan sticets, ene night. That 
made Ryan a market ,uan, for already 
the feudal spirit—the vendetta—the Ge- 
rendence upor. bullets «ini knives, rath- 
e: than old-fashioned fisticuffs—had 
percolated into the gangs. And Ryan 
was shot. 

Tr was not In tne Four Courts, but 
just across the streat, and af night. 
Ryan was shot in the abdomen ard the 
cocitcrs said he conldn’t live, but Ryan 
had some notions of bis own about that 
und recovered. 

IDut these things iid 1.ot tend to suften 
or (diminish the hitterness between the 
Kinney and the “Cuddy Mack” ‘factions 
and the gangs that composed them. 

When Sam Young stepped into the 
constable’s office from which he had 
ousted “Cuddy Mack” and placed ils 
crowd in supremacy, he gave 4 
piace to his boyhood chum, Red” Kane. 
Kane was a born hero worshiper and 
Sam Young was his ideal. He would 
have followed Sam Young anywhere, 
for those who knew both men say the 
bond between them was one of genuine 
affection. And Kane—well, he had 
about all he could ask of life when he 
was made chief deputy to Constable 
Sam Young. 


Desertion Worst Offense. 

There is one offense in the Fifteenth 
Ward, andrin the river wards and wher- 
ever the gang plays a part in politics 
that is not to be forgiven, and that is 
cesertion—going over to the enemy. And 
in the Fifteenth Ward, where Young 
was chief, the “enemy” meant Repu‘- 
licans or “Cuddy Mack” or anyone who 
was not heart and soul for the Kinney 
interests. 

“Yellow’’ Mohrle went over to the 
enemy in the form of the Republicans, 
riding in a carriage in a Republican 
parade just before the spring primary. 
Thus he not only “deserted,” but he 
flaunted his desertion openly in the 
faces of the gang. 

He had heard that he would not live 
to go to the polls and he thought 
Sum Young meant to kill him, so he 
killed Sam Young when the deserted 
chieftain came knocking at the coa! 
yard gate asking for a bottle of beer. 
Mohrie really thought his life was in 


danger. 
op. stohrle Knew the “Gang.” 
"Red” Kane went back to “Fonstable 


Mike Kinney’s office, his old place, after 
Young was dead, and Mohrie dwelt in 
fear of the gang. He not only had de- 
serted, but he had killed the leader, at 
Whose funeral there were more than 


{three hundred carriages and unceunted 


mourners. And he knew the gang. 





HMances were formed, factions built, poli-} 
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CARL LOHRMAN—Shot to death 
at Sixteenth and Biddle streets 16 
years ago by a young member of the 
gang, who pleaded guilty to the mur- 
der on the promise of the gang that 
they would have him pardoned. He 
served his term in the penitentiary. 

“YATZ” KELLY—Shot .to death 
by Gagel at Thivd and Biddle streets. 
Gagel feared the gang, pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to serve 15 years 
in the penitentiary. He believed 
that if he took his punishment in 
that way the gang would forgive 
him. 

GAGEL—A month after his re- 
lease from the penitentiary Gagel 
was at the “Jolly Five’ Club at 
Fourteenth and Morgan _§ streets. 
While he was drinking beer from a 
can he was shot in the back and 
killed. Tommy Egan, a deputy con- 
stable under Mike Kinney, after 
whom “Egan’s Rats” are called, was 

‘charged with the crime by the police, 
but could not be convictea. 

KX McDONALDThe “Jolly 
Five’ Club had split into two fac- 
tions shortly before the killing of 
Gagel, and one faction moved to a 
room at Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets. While members of the club 
were drawing up the by-laws of the 
club the lights were suddenly ex- 
tinguished and McDonald was shot 
to death. His murderer was never 
discovered. 

“RED” HOULIHAN—Shot and 
killed by ‘“‘Baldy’’ Ryan. Ryan was 
not a member of the gang, but an 
enemy. He and “Cuddy Mack” were 
about to open a saloon at Sixth and 
Morgan streets and Ryan was writ- 
ing invitations to the opening when 
Houlihan walked in and up the steps. 
Ryan drew his revolver and shot him 
dead. 

“BALDY” RYAN—Shot in the ab- 
domen and received what was be- 
lieved to be a mortal wound, He 
recovered. 

‘ EDDIE NICHOLS—Stabbed to 
death in front of the Liederkranz 
Hall at Vandeventer and Easton av-

EDDIE: NOLAN—Shot in the back 
and killed in Timothy McAuliffte’s 
(“Lefty Mack") saloon at Thirteenth 
street and Cass avenue on the night 
of the Folk primaries. 

“KID” WILSON—Shot and killed 
by Tommy Egan while he was talk- 
ing to Mrs, Nellie Egan. Egan saw @ 
chance to plead the “unwritten law.” 
There were no eye-witnesses to the 
murder and Egan was not convicted. 

JOHN McAULIFFE, known as 
“Guinea Mack”—Shot to death while 
riding in a buggy at Broadway, be- 
tween Wash and Carr streets. No 
conviction for the murder. 

“DUTCH LOUIS” FINGERLIN— 
Shot in the back and killed in a 
saloon at Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets. 

FRED E, SCHEEL—-A law stud- 
ent from Belleville was coming out 
of the law school at Fifteenth and 
Locust streets, on registration day, 
in the fall of 1904, when he was run 
into by members of the “Egan Rats” 
gang chasing Oliver Beck, an elec- 
tion judge, at whom they were firing. 
A bullet entered Scheel’s heart, kill- 
ing him instantly. The murder was 
laid upon ‘“‘Red’’ Grebe, who was un- 
der sentence of five years for high- 
Way robbery, his sentence having 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
He was hustled to the Union Station 
in a carriage by Mike Kinney and 
turned over to an officer and taken 
to the penitentiary to serve his sen- 
tence before he could be arraigned 
for the murder. He is now in the 
penitentiary. 

WILLIAM WwoopDnDs—kKilled by 
Jere Reardon in a saloon at Six- 
teenth street and Franklin avenue. 
Reardon was acquitted. 

SAM YOUNG-—Shot and killed by 
Fred (“Yellow Kid’) Mohrle. 

“YELLOW KID” MOHRLE—Shot 
and killed in the corridor of the Four 
Courts by ‘‘Red Mike’ Kane. 
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Mohrle and for deciding that Mohrie 
must die. Mohrle had killed his (‘‘Red” 
Kane’s) hero. All three men—Young, 
Morhle and Kane—were logical products 
of the political system of which they 
had been a part, else Young probably 
would net have been killed or Kane felt 
the. call for vengeance. 

So the latest death is but the latest, 
grimest flower on the long politicai 
stem.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8.—Gov. 
Hadley today approved 35 bills passed 
by the last Legislature. Senate Dills 
that received his signature today are 
those: 

Relating to saving, macadamizing, 
guttering and curbing in cities of the 
third class. 

Authorizing search for, seizure and 
confiscation of gambling devices, lewd 
books, pictures, pamphlets, etc. 

Providing that, in oases where lands 
sought to be appropriated are held by 
corporations, the right to appropriate 
the same by a railroad, teelphone or tele- 
graph company shall be limited to such 
uses as shall not materially interfere 
with the uses to which, by law, the cor- 
poration holding the same is authorized 
to put such lands. 

Repealing Sections 6069 to 6103, in- 
clusive, of Article 7, Chapter 91, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1899, relating to the or- 
ganization of public corporations to be 
known as park districts. 

Immigration Board Created, / 

Creating the Missouri State Board of 
Immigration. 

Fixing the bond of county collectors 
and collectors for the city of St. Louls 
at a sum equal to the largest monthly 
collection in the year preceding his elec- 
tion, plus 10 per cent of such amount. 

Increasing the pay of St. Louis police 
lieutenants from $1500 to $1800. 


Requiring the fraternal beneficiary as- 
sociations to make annual report of 
their affairs and operations to the 
State Superintendent pf Insyrance.

NEW YORK, June 8.—In its hunt for 
the managers of the “‘underground ex- 
press,’’ by which hundreds of thousands 
of dollars’ worth of Paris finery have 
been smuggled into New York annually, 
the Government, it is learned, is hot on 
the trail of an employe in Paris of the 
International Mercantile Marine Co., the 
transatlantic steamship trust controlled 
by J. Pierpont Morgan. 

This man holds a responsible position 
in the company. He is said to have 
worked out the scheme by which “sleep- 
ers,”” or left-over trunks, after being 
shipped to this country, were slipped 
past the customs men. For each “‘sleep- 
er’’ trunk the fee to the smuggling com- 
bine was $500. 

Practically all the important smug- 
bling of this kind has been done on the 
steamers of the American Line and the 
Red Star Line, both vf which are sub- 
sidiaries of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine. 

Special treasry agents of the Gov- 
ernment, in Paris, have been on the 
trail of this man ever since the seizure 
10 weeks ago of the five trunks con- 
taining $52,000 worth of Paris gowns, 
which are now being sold at auction 
in the custom house. 

Jobs Depend on Success, 

The special agents, who get large pay 
and liberal allowances fi expenses, 
have been made to understand by their 
superiors in Washington that unless 
they uncovered the Paris end of the 
smuggling combination they would lose 
their jobs.

Circuit Attorney Declares the 
Carriers Have Not Got 
Away Yet. 


The State Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City Tuesday issued a permanent in- 
junction against Judge Williams of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court, according to 
telegrams to the Post-Dispatch restrain- 
ing him hearing cases against 18 rall- 
road companies charged by Circuit At- 
torney Jones with violation of the Mis- 
Bouri anti-trust laws by entering into an 
agreement or conspiracy to restore the 
$-cents-a-mile passenger rate. 

Circuit Attorney Jones was enjoined 
from prosecuting these cases by Judge 
Smith McPherson of the Federal Court 
at Kansas City. An appeal from Judge 
McPherson's decision has been taken, 
but no appeal is possible from the de- 
cision of the Missouri Supreem Court 
forbidding Judge Willlams to try the 
cases. 

Circuit Attorney Jones told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the decision of 
the Supreme Court would end the spe- 
cific cases against the railroads in 
Judge Williams’ court.

Rate Restored by Some. 


Mr. Jones would not say whether he 
had an yother suits in mind. The con- 
spiracy cases were filed in the Circuit 
Court here after the railroad officials 
had held two meetings, one in Chicago 
and the other in 8t. Louis, and agreed 
to restore the 3-cent rate. 

The railroads took this action after 
Judge Smith McPherson handed down a 
decision declaring the 2-cent law uncon- 
stitutional because, as the Cou rtheld, it 


was confiscatory. 


Following Judge McPherson’s decision 
the State officials announced that an ap- 
peal would be taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and Attor- 
ney-General Major is now preparing the 
brief and will be ready to file it within 
a month. 

The State officials understood that 
Judge McPherson’s decision prohibited 
them from enforcing the 2-cent rate, but 
they contended that the antitrust laws 
had been violated when the railroad of- 
ficials met and agreed upon rates. At 
the direction of Gov. Hadley, Mr. Jones 
instituted injunction proceedings in the 
Circuit Court and procured a temporary 
restraining or ‘dof against 18 railroads. 

Roads Asked for Writ. 

The railroads contended that Circuit 
Attorney Jones was in contempt of the 
Federal Court for filing the sult, and 
brought the matter to the attention of 
Judge McPherson, who issued an in- 
junction against him. In the meantime 





the railroads had applied for a writ of 





prohibition against Judge Williams. 

After Judge Williams granted the tem- 
porary injunction the Burlington and 
Frisco systems adopted a scale of 2% 
cents a mile, and the cases against them 
were dropped. The Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad Co. restored the 3-cent 
fare, while the Missouri Pacific, Iron 
Mountain, Wabash and other Gouid lines 
are retaining the 2-cent rate, pending a 
final determination of the case in the 
Federal Supreme Court. 

Attorn3y-General Major’s quo war- 
ranto suit agalbst 16 railroads for enter- 
ing into an alleged illegal agreement to 
restore rates is still on the dockets of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri. Judge 
McPherson has refused to issue an in- 
junction against Attorney-Gen¢éral Major 
to prohibit him from prosecuting these 
cases. 

The quo warranto suit and the appeal 
from. Judge McPherson's decision are 
now the only remaining cases in the 
celebrated rate warfare in Missouri.

from the halls where the courts administer jus- 
tice, we consider the manner in which the police 
conduct themselves. 

This is it. 

“There will be no repetition of this affair,” said 
Chief of Police Creecy. “I will take steps to pre- 
vent such an occurrence in the future.” 

But everyone knew what did occur was going to 
occur. Since April 9 last it has been common 
knowledge that Mohrle was in continuous danger. 
Still he was shot and killed in the shadow of the 
courtroom where he was to be tried for shooting 
and killing a man who, he believed, was about to 
kill him. Mohrle’s counsel warned him not to 
leave the courtroom. Mohrle’s wife had voiced 
her expectancy of being widowed. Mohrle’s al- 
leged accomplice had for a month been distracted 
with fear. 

“Hereafter,” continued the Chief of Police, 
“when any member of any of these alleged gangs 
is on trial, or when there is any case in the Four 
Courts in which any of them are involved, I shall 
keep the corridor clear of all gang members,”’ 

This promise is the more creditable because ‘o 
carry it out involves acquaintance with the gang 
members. Chief Creecy knows them. 

“Also,” he said, “I shall see that every witness 
who is a gangster is searched for weapons before 
he gets into court.” 

This is also a creditable promise, but why will 
the gangsters be searched only before they go 
into court. 

The gangsters are practically outlaws, They 
are known to the police. They habitually go 
armed. The law provides penalties for carrying 
concealed weapons. The rest should be easy. 

The police can break up the “gangs” in ten 
days and have every member in prison in six 
weeks if they care to. Are we to wcit for peace 
until the gangs are self-exterminated or will that 
desired end be attaired by enforcement of the 
law? . :

EADENING dismay 
reigned alike at the Brit- 
ish Admiralty Office and 
the Army Council in Lon- 
don, both hastily convened 
in the early hours of the 

morning that dawned upon a German 
army of invasion already occupying En- 
glish home territory. 

On the London streets outside, even 
as this session began, great crowds of 
white-faced men and women were 4as- 
sembled. They were not noisy, these 
crowds, nor was there any mob-anger 
because of England’s crushing defeat by 
Germany on the sea. A pathetic, wist- 
ful sort of stillness prevailed. 

They were awaiting news of England’s 
plan of defense, these English thousands

dreadful war machine against which 
England had no means of defense. 

Found unprepared, as is her wont, 
Britain confronted this irresistible én- 
gine of destruction with eyes of awe. 

Not with terror-stricken eyes—no na- 
tion of earth has ever seen fear in En- 
glish eyes. But many have seen there, 
as Germany now saw, the startled pan- 
ic of unreadiness for battle, the imper- 
lled bewilderment of the stubborn bu) 
that trusts overlong to its own sheer 
courage against snares too cunning for 
courage to offset.

“A massed fleet,” said Beresford, “‘is 
but the better* formation for attack by 
the Zeppelin airships— the Second Bat- 
tle Squadron would be destroyed as 
swiftly and surely as was the first. 
In smaller groups, widely separated, 
Milne’s ships must meet and fight those 
of Germany. In this manner more than 
one group may escape the surveilance 
of the airship-fleet—and the sole duty

“I quite agree with Beresford,”’ quick- 
ly spoke the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, the Rt.

M. P., “and I would recommend that 
‘Milne be instructed to this effect with- 
out delay. We are now in wireless 
touch with him. His immediate adop- 
tion of these factics may mean the 
saving of the Second Squadron until at 
least one sea fight with the Germans 
is made possible.’’ 

Approved by the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, the Beresford sugges- 
tion was duly incorporated in the gen- 
eral British scheme of naval strategy 
bearing upon the depressing situation. 


MERGING from the meeting, the 
- Army Council and the Admiralty 
alike met a typical English recep- 
tion from the crowds massed on the 
street. It took the form of a ringing 
English cheer, full of pluck even in 
the face of the menace of continued, in- 
evitable and overwhelming calamity. 
The dread inspired by the Zeppelin mon- 
sters of the sky was deep in English 
souls—but not deep enough to uproot 
and destroy that English hardihood of 
spirit which more than once has made 
“dying game” the glau choice of En- 
gland’s fighting men. 

But soon there came a second shock 
that left all England appalled and well- 
nigh hopeless. 

The splendid first line of national de- 
fense. commanded by Lord Kitchener 
of Khartoum, an army comprising the 
King’s crack regiments and embodying 
the fullest militant glory of England, 
®cotland and Ireland, was crushed and 
shattered to fragments in its first bat- 
tle with the Prussians constituting the 
First Army Corps of German invasion.

Prof. Moore will propose, 
as he told Mr. Taf:, that every licensed 
vessel be required to carry wireless ap- 
paratus and that each vessel be re- 
quired to report the weather at least 
once every 24 hours. The temperature, 
directions and velocity of the wind and 
general condition must be reported, if 
Prof. Moore’s idea ig carried out. He 
thinks that in this way any storm that 
is sneaking upon an unsuspecting weath- 
er bureau may be discovered and foiled. 

Prof. Moore will also advocate the 
adoption of an international system of 
storm signals so that he who runs or 
rides or sails may read even if he 
doesn’t speak the same language as the 
sender of the message.
